HIS is the first issue of Motor Truck Facts since the end of the war 
—and the seventh edition since first published in 1927. 


The first full year of peacetime production, 1946, achieved a new 
high mark in the output and use of civilian motor trucks, despite the 
handicaps of material shortages and strikes. It was the second highest 
year if military vehicles are included in 1941 production. Production 
and registration of motor coaches and truck-trailers likewise estab- 


lished higher levels than ever before. 


The 1945 Census of Agriculture, just released, showed an increase 
of forty-two per cent over 1940 in the number of trucks owned on farms, 
and that farmers owned thirty-one per cent of all trucks, continuing 
as the largest single group of users. 


The number of trucks and buses in use in countries of the world 
outside of United States and Canada, as well as in those two countries, 
surpassed prewar totals. 


Motor truck users paid a total of $750,000,000 in special taxes— 
$107 million more than in 1945, the highest previous year. 


Aside from the role of motor trucks as a transportation medium, 
hauling at some stage nearly every product used in industry and 
commerce, from the raw material on farms, in mines, quarries, forests, 
rivers, lakes, and oceans, to the finished article delivered at the 
doorstep of the consumer, the economic importance of the motor truck 
industry is further reflected in the fact that more than five million 
persons are employed in the production, sales, servicing and operation 
of motor trucks.

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Highway Standards Recommended by the | 


It is the opinion of the American Association of State Highway 
Officials that the adoption by all states of uniform standards governing 
the maximum dimensions, weights, and speeds of motor vehicles oper- 
ating over the highways is necessary for the following reasons: 


(a) To establish one of the fundamental prerequisites of highway 
design. 

(b) To promote efficiency in the interstate operation of motor vehicles. 

(c) To promote the safety of highway transportation. 


(d) To establish a present basis for regulation of the many relation- 
ships between the dimensions and weights of motor vehicles and 
the strengths and capacities of existing highways. 


The standards recommended are as follows: 


(1) WIDTH—No vehicle, unladen or with load, shall have a total 
i, outside width in excess of 96 inches. 
(NOTE: It is recognized that certain conditions inherent in the design of 
vehicles suggest the desirability of 102 inches as a standard of maximum 
width. The existence of numerous bridges and a large mileage of highways 
too narrow for the safe accommodation of vehicles of such width precludes 
present adoption of the higher standard of width. The State Highway Depart- 
ments and Public Roads Administration are urged to give consideration to the 
desirability of eventual provision for the accommodation of vehicles 102 
inches in width in planning the reconstruction of Federal-aid and State 
highways.)

(c) The maximum axle and axle group loads recommended in paragraphs (a) and 
(b) above are subject to reasonable reduction in the discretion of the appropriate 
highway authorities during periods when road subgrades have been weakened by 
water saturation or other cause. 

(d) The operation of vehicles or combinations of vehicles having dimensions or 
weights in excess of the maximum limits herein recommended shall be permitted only if 
authorized by special certificate issued by an appropriate State authority. 





The Motor Truck Committee of the Automobile Manufacturing Association 
has endorsed the American Association of State Highway Officials truck size 
and weight recommendations as a “‘floor’’ only. 


Recommendations of the first Annual Highway Transportation Congress of 
the National Highway Users Conference*, September, 1946: 


“Laws pertaining to the sizes and weights of motor vehicles should be determined 
by the public interest. At the present time there is inadequate information relative to 
the economics of sizes and weights and of other factors to make an exact determina- 
tion of such public interest. Therefore, all highway users groups and public officials 
should continue to work together to develop such factual data and reach a com- 
mon understanding as to the point in size and weight limits which will best suit the 
public interest. 

“Pending such studies the Congress recognizes: (1) The desirability of liberaliz- 
ing many existing limitations now in effect in a large number of states; (2) The 
need for a united front on the part of public officials and the highway users groups 
to accomplish such liberalization.”
